Fo r ex ample, we 
impo rt larg e qu antities o f casto r 
beans and casto r bean o il. 
Casto r 
beans can be raised in practically 
all sectio ns o f the United States. 
Mr. McMillen wo u ld o ffer farmers 
an incentiv e by pay ing them fo r each 
acre o f casto r beans they plant and 
assu re them the American market 
fo r their pro du ct. He kno ws su ch a 
po sitiv e pro g ram wro u ld appeal to 
farmers mo re than the present neg a­ 
tiv e o ne o f pay ing fo r no t do ing 
thing s. 
Ou r ag ricu ltu ral impo rts co v er a 
wide rang e, inclu ding su ch items as 
v eg etable o ils, flax , hemp, co arse 
wo o ls, wo o d pu lp, su g ar, etc. With 
the incentiv e pay ments, Mr. Mc­ 
Millen also pro po ses to pay farmers 
fo r farm and so il impro v ements. 
Su ch incentiv e pay ments, while 
g reatly redu cing the co st to the g o v ­ 
ernment, wo u ld add materially to 
the present farm inco me and wo u ld 
appeal to farmers. It wo u ld remo v e 
all semblance o f farm reg imenta­ 
tio n. 
Wheeler McMillen kno ws farming 
—dirt farming . 
He has spread 
manu re and g u ided the plo w o v er 
his o wn acres in Indiana, Ohio and 
New Jersey . 
He kno ws farm peo ­ 
ple. 
He knew them as the edito r 
o f an Indiana co u ntry weekly news­ 
paper, and as edito r o f “Farm Jo u r­ 
nal,” nu mbers his farm er friends by 
the tho u sands. 
As o rg anizer and 
president o f the American Chemu r- 
g ic co nference, he kno ws the appli­ 
catio n o f farm pro du cts to indu stry . 
It wo u ld be well fo r any po litical 
party to listen to this man when he 
talks o f farms and farming . He can 
g iv e them po inters o n casto r beans 
and o ther po ssible farm cro ps, and 
o n what the farm er thinks abo u t.
